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BIGGER FACTORIES AND IMPROVED 
SERVICE STATIONS 


By a Spectan CORRFESPONDENT. 


ROGRESSIVENESS is the hall-mark of 
P those engaged in the Irish motor trade. 
Within a few years they have developer 
the business of assembling cars into a large 
and rapidly growing Free State industry. 
They have studied every aspect of the busi- 
ness and have gathered about them competent 
staffs to help in the production of really high- 
class automobiles which will stand the most 
critical examination by experts from the big 
factories acruss the Chesieal { 
Finding suitable places in which to assemble 
the cars was one of the early difficulties. | 


Gradually that difficulty was overcome: old 


factories have been converted and new 
factories have been built to meet 
the needs of the new industry. 
To-day rising sales curves are rewarding 
their enterprise. 

Motorists have come to expect a high 
degree of service these days, and service 
stations and garages throughout the country 
are beginning to realise this. They are 
modernising their buildings and equipment in 
order to cater for the motorist in an efficient 
manner. 

In this article Í am reíerring to some of 
vhe cars, assembly shops and service stations 
which I have visited recently. It is vir- 
tually impossible for me to be in touch with 
every phase of this swiftly developing busi- 
ness, but 1 will endeavour to describe some 
of the features which have caught my eye 
within the past few weeks. 


MODERN GARAGES 


Driving ont along the Merrion foad from 
Dublin you will find a very modern garage, 
owned by Mr. A. 8, Hudson, M.1.M.'l., just 
a ‘short distance from Merrion Gates. 

This garage has just been recofstructed 
and fitted with all the most modern equip- 
ment, including all-electric pumps, a high- 
pressure greasing equipment combined with 
a hydraulic hoist and a power washing 
machine The design of the building is 
very good, and it affords plenty of accommo- 
dation for cars, and for the large staff of 
skuiled mechanics employed there. Show- 
room space has been provided, and, as a large 
neon sign proclaims, Mr. Hudson is an agetit 
for Irish-built Standard cars. 

More garage proprietors could take this 
one as a model for improvements to their 
own buildings. There 1s no doubt. that a 
garage and repair shop of good appearance 
will create a favourable impression on 
customers, and, when supported by efficient 
service. will result in increased business. 

Further along the coast road towards 
Dun Laoghaire one sees a renewed effort to 
introduce white lines. for the guidance of 
motorists... It is regrettable that, up to the 
present, in this country, the “white line ” 
principle has found little favour among 
local authorities. 


AT DUN LAOGHAIRE 


Another garage which impressed me was 
that of Irish Motors, Limited, in the Marine 
road, Dún Laoghatre, which is under the 
personal supervision of Mr. Robert Knight— 
in fact, it is called '“ Knight’s Garage’ by 
most people. it has just been rebuilt to 
meet the modern needs and the rapidly- 
increasing traffic which passes through the 
coastal borough. With a frontage on the 
main road of 110 feet, the *‘ public” part 
of the service station—where you buy petrol 
and oil—has been taken out of the traffic 
Incidentally, the new all-electric 
petrol pumps have been installed here. These 
ave constructed in such a manner that you 
can. buy your petrol either by the gallon or 
for a fixed sum. For instance, you say to 
the attendant, “Give me five shillings’ 
worth of petrol,’ and he just switches the 
pump on to the required point, and when 
your five shillings’ worth has been delivered 
the fact is registered on a dial. This sort of 
arrangement saves waitmg for change or feats 
of mental arithmetic. : 

All the equipment of the garage has been 
renewed, and now includes gear for the elec-

FROM CORK 


The Cork works of Messrs. Henry” Ford 
and Son, Ltd., are still keeping up a high 
rate of production with all types of Férd 
cars—for example, the V 8, the 10 h.p., and 
8 h.p. models. There are large numbers 
of them on the roads in all parts of Ireland. 
In. Dublin the Ford main dealers are: 
Messrs. Autocars, Ireland, Ltd., of Chatham 
street; Messrs. R. W. Archer and Co., Ltd., 
lower Mount street: and the Smithfield 
Motor Company, Lid,, Smithfield. 

Messrs. Autocars and the Smithfield Com- 
pany are mentioned in connection with other 
developments in this article, and Messrs. R. 
W. Archer deserve praise for an idea—intro- 
duced some time ago—of running a small 
Ford, painted a golden colour, around about

T is well, then, that I, wha each week- 
end prepare for your delectation this 
pot-pourri of notes and news, have not to 
visit all the cinemas in Dublin. As it is, 
I find it hard enough in all conscience to 
keep, track of the “ first-run ” houses. 
Thus, on Friday I manage to see one of 
the pings we films which start on that 
day; on suitear; ‘by dint of attending 
the 1 p.m. performance at, say, the 
Capitol, the 4.40 at St. Stephen s Green, 
the 7.15 at the Savoy, manage to 
see three more at least of the big pictures 
of the week. On Sunday, then, comes.

and for that cause to die, 
the training-grounds of the generations that 
will preserve and maintain that saving tradi- 
tion are the Churches and the schools.” 
So said Dr. Cyril Norwood, President of 
St. John’s College, Oxford, and late Head- 
master of Harrow and Marlborough, when 
he addressed the Dublin Rotary Club yester- 
day on Education and Citizenship. 
“ There is,” he continued, ‘‘no rhetorical 
exaggeration about the saying that we are 
to-day witnessing a race between civilisation 
and catastrophe. We can see the outlines 
of the next great war shaping themselves in 
their grim reality without making any large 
draft on imagination, that war in which 
nothing is more certain than that civilisation 
as hitherto known will over large areas of the 
world perish and become extinct. 


DENIAL OF LIBERTY 


“In both Communism and Fascism there is 
a complete denial of liberty of thought and 
loud exultations over what they call the 
fallen and stinking corpse of Liberalism. In 
both alike there is a growing disrespect for

knowledge. "There is room only for know- 
ledge which is adjusted to and serves the 
purposes of the ruling power. In Fascist 
and Communist State alike there is room for 
freedom to exist only for the closed mind, 
and education has become a system of most 
careful and scientific irrigation by which 
selected ideas may flow into the minds of 
the young along certain channels alone, aad 
all ethers are rigorously closed. Let us not 
comiert ourselves with the idle consolation 
that persecution never succeeds; if it is on a 


has all the power of the modern State be 
hind it, it does succeed, and since the war 
it has been successful over wide areas of 
Europe. The facts are that Communism and 
Fascism are a denial of all the principles in 
which we of the Western dominions have 
been bred. More than that, they are a 
denial of all the principles taught, all the 
values incalcated by Christianity. And there 
is this further fact that, if they prevail, not 
only must democracy and liberty perish, but 
also there is an end to the hope of progress 
for humanity, nniess we are to call that 
progress which leads downwards straight to 
the community of hfe of termites and bees. 


THE ONLY STANDARD 


“What then is the sort of education that 
is necessary ” It must be an education 
longer and more thorough than that to which 
we have hitherto accustomed ourselves; we 
must not think of what is the least possible 
for the young, but of what is the most that 
is possible, and the State must give at 
willingly. For that education must aim at 
knowledge and learning as objects to be 
sought and “loved for their own sake, the 
standard, and the only standard being truth. 
It must be an education in which teachers 
and taught alike are taught freely to follow 
an argument wherever it may led, even if 
it leads to conclusions which are unwelcome; 
it must be an education which leaves men 
and women capable of leaving a question open 
and undecided, where there is not sufficient 
knowledge to provide a solution (a much 
rarer gilt than people think, or than it ought 
to be), an education, therefore, which 
instinctively tolerates and respects sincere 
differences of opinion. 

_ “Tt must, moreover, be an education which 
is based on religion. I do not myself mean 
by this that it must of necessity have the 
colour or the dogma of any particular Church, 
for the service of education must in the 
modern world be mainly provided by the 
State. But I do mean that it must be 
based on those ultimate truths which are 
common to the great forms of Christianity 
as we know them. When Karl Marx wrote 
his famous sentence that the only real values 
are material, when he dismissed religion as 
dope, he uttered the lie in the soul that is

Doubtless, the pro- 
vision of a bell in each dormitory is a proper 
means of communication in case of emerg- 
ency, and steps are being taken to rectify 
this want. The regulations of locking dormi- 
tory doors in this division at’ night cannot 
be dispensed with.”

the barbaric foreigners are prevented from 
influencing it, and to the rather foolish 
horror of “ foreign ” games, “ foreign ”’ 
dances and “ foreign ” literature which 
has been the expression of that theory. 
Separated as she is from other countries, 
and extremely self-conscious of her new 
nationaliem, the Irish Free State has 
withdrawn into herself, mistrusting 
everybody else ; and it may be that in the 
end she will find that this spiritual 
isolation is a thing to be remedied rather 
than encouraged. The question - cannot 
be judged now, for it still is at issue, but 
in the meantime it is obvious that one 
aspect of insularity is entirely to the Free 
State’s advantage. Ireland is cut off from 
European politics to the same extent as 
she is cut off from European thought. 
Now and again the larger world will 
impinge upon Dublin, but for the most 
part its intrigues and its quarrels mean 
little to the people in this country. The 
ordinary Frenchman, German or Italian 
is almost morbidly sensitive to any poli- 
tical change in Europe, because instinct 
tells him that quite possibly it may affect 
his own private life in the end. Ireland, 
more happy, can afford to look upon such 
things with a certain amount of detach- 
ment. Whatever happens—short of a 
world war—it is not likely to have the 
least consequence here. Insularity brings 
a freedom from these distractions, and, if 
the country suffers from a certain pro- 
vincialism in its outlook, at least, it can 
congratulate itself that it has escaped also 
from the larger’ tunacies of continental 
Europe. ) 

The escape, however, cannot be com- 
plete, and we are reminded of the fact 
because the Government of Northern Ire- 
land has just begun to be worried about 
air raid precautions. A special committee 
has been set up, which makes recommenda- 
tions for the training of officers and of 
the civil population, the protection of 
public buildings, the clearance of gas-in- 
fected areas, and many other tasks of 
the same nature. These plans, at first 
sight, may seem to be alarmist. - Even 
if another world war broke out, Ireland 
—North or Sonth—would remain one of 
the safest spots in Europe, merely be- 
cause she is isolated. Unlike such 
countries as Belgium, she is not very 
likely to be attacked because of any 
strategic value to the enemy, while Great 
Britain, though also an island, is in a 
far more dangerous’ position. London is 
a mark for bombing aeroplanes, which 
is almost bound to be used during the 
next war, and memories of former 
Zeppelin raids already have caused the 
British Government to remove its main 
arsenal from Woolwich to a less exposed 
place. So far as eastern and soathern 
England is concerned, the danger is quite 
obvious, and the only criticism that can 
be made of the present precautions is 
that they do not seem to go far enough. 
In Ireland the danger from air raids is 
much smaller, but it cannot be disre- 
garded. Belfast, because of its heavy 
industries and its shipbuilding firms, is 
more likely to suffer than other Irish | 
towns, but nobody can foretell what form | 
a war may take, and, therefore, nobody | 
can say with confidence that such towns 
as Dublin. Cork and Limerick would not 
find themselves uncomfortably close to 
it. There will not be another war unless. 
statesmen lose their heads; for the 
horrors of the last war are still within 
living memory, and nobody wants to re- 
peat them. Nevertheless, Europe is in 
a dangerous state of nervous tension at 
the moment, and European influence still 
is strong enough to draw Ireland into

or of Mr, 
Northern Ireland. 


The story of his highest achievement he 
tells in his own manner, and it is not 
generous. He seeks to justify all that he 
did and said in the hours of strain and 
changing fortune; he writes an apologia 
where none was needed. It is not modesty 
that causes him to be silent touching his 
own rare gifts, any more than it was 
modesty that caused Napoleon to be silent 
on the true secret of his victories. It is 
simple lack of self-understanding. Mr. 
Lloyd George does not know by what 
strange personal power he moved men, or 
how his example held a nation. One of 
his stories, indeed, gives us a glimpse of 
the man exercising his spell on those with 
whom he came in direct contact. He tells: 
how 50,000 workers were to be taken from 
the mines to fill gaps in the fighting line 
when desperation was near. He met the 
men’s union leaders, showed them a map 
of the Western Front and the lost ground, 
and won them from reluctance to ready 
co-operation. That was his gift, to inspire 
others with his own unresting energy. He 
was an immense power-house of action. 
He does not realise it. He attributes his 
success to his superior wisdom in every 
difference of judgment with his colleagues. 
Page after page of his book finds fault 
with Haig and Foch. He condemns with 
scorn “ the soldiers’’ and revives the 
transient controversies to prove that their 
demands for man-power at the cost of the 
factories and the ships were dangerous 
errors. It does not seem to be realised by 
him that every arm in the Allied effort 
had to strive to attain the utmost strength,

The “ Maginot Line ”’ 

Much has been said during the past 
three or four years of Fr-nce’s ' Maginot 
Line” and of Italy’s impregnable 
defensive works in the Brenner Pass, but 
the steps Germany has taken to counter 
these moves are almost unknown. That a 
considerable amount of defensive werk has 
been going on in Germany is certain. but 
the form it has taken is a mystery. [t is 
in the Rhineland that the createst efforts 
have been made, and no fewer than one 
hundred and twenty thousand labour 
service men have been engaged in carrying 
them out. The Rhineland has rapid'y 
approached a stage of complete refortifi- 
cation, but the subject is not allowed to 
be discussed. anywhere in Germany. Tír : 
may be such suspicions outside the 
country, but there is little evidence that 
anything has been done. It is supposed, 
however, that the fortified positions are 
out of the range of the “ Macinot Line ”’ 
so that attacking troops weuld be exposed 
to attack when in the open. The form 
of resistance they would meet remains 
Germany's secret. 


Industrial Diseases 


During the last week at the Inter- 
national Labour Office a meeting was held 
of a number of experts of the Committee 
on Industrial Hygiene, whe several ques- 
tions were discussed affecting important 
categories of workers. The experts 
examined a disease to which miners 


are particularly subject—nystagmus—and 


adopted a resolution recommending that 
this disease should give the right to com- 
pensation in serious cases involving 
an incapacity for work. Among other 
resolutions the experts recommended the 
inclusion of poisoning by nitrous fumes 
in industrial accidents as giving the richt 
to compensation, and of the pathological! 
action of chlorine and its compounds in 
regard to its harmful effect on the skin 
among occupational diseases. 


Canadian Aircraft 


The first complete fleet of British air- 
craft to be built for Canada were named 
to-day at Hanworth Aerodrome by Lady 
Shelmerdine, wife of the Director-General 
of Civil Aviation, who was also the first 
passeriger to make a flight. The five 
machines, which comprise the first units 
of the fleet, are in addition the first 
British aeroplanes specially designed as 
freighters. They have been built for 
Eastern Canada Air Lines, and were 
named. after five of the chief cities between 
which they will operate—Moncton. 
Halifax, Saint John, Sydney and 
Charlottetown . The Canadian fleet has 
been provided with specially strengthened 
floors and cabin sides and large doors to 
facilitate the rapid handling of heavv 
packayzes. While the machines are 
designed specially as freighters, seats can 
‘be installed in a few minutes to provide 
for passengers when required.

C RITICISM of restrictions imposed by 
the British Government on com- 
munications between Western . Abyssinia 
and Great Britain is made by the Council 
of the Abyssinia Association in a 
memorandum issued yesterday. 

The Council of the Association includes 
Sir George Paish, chairman; Sir Norman 
Angell, Sir Hesketh Bell, the Dean of 
Winchester, Sir John Withers, M.P. ; Miss 
Eleanor Rathbone, M.P.; Mr. Geoffrey 
Mander, M.P.; Mr. Vyvyan Adams, 
M.P., and Mr. Philip Noel-Baker, M.P. 

“It might be inferred from the evidence 
available,” the memorandum declares, 
"that the British Government have used 
their power of suppressing news in the 
hope that the public would soon forget 
Abyssinia.” 


LACK OF INFORMATION 


The Association points out that the re- 
port of the Credentials Committee to the 
League Assembly indicated that the Com- 
mittee was hampered by Want of accurate 
information about the Government in 
Western Abyssinia. i 

“The Italian ammies, states the 
Association, “ have occupied all the usual 
routes of communication between Eastern 
Abyssinia and the rest of, the world, and 
care is taken by the Italian Command to 
prevent any news being sent which might 
have an unfavourable reaction on public 
opinion in Europe. 

‘The only practicable routes for com- | 
munication between Europe and Western 
Abyssinia, which is so far free fromm 
Italian occupation and is an area larger 
than the British Isles, lies through the 
Sudan. 

“ Access to the Sudan is, however, 
strictly controlled by the British Govern- 
ment, and permission to pass through the 
Sudan to Gore, the present capital oi 
Western Ethiopia, cannot be obtained. 

‘The postal service with Western 
Abyssinia is disorganised, and in both 
directions letters have to be sent through 
the British Consul at Gore to be sure of 
reaching their destination. 

‘It will be readily understood, tiuere- 
fore, that it is in the power of the British 
Government to regulate the news received 
in Europe from Western Abyssinia in the 
gs way as the Italians are doing in the 

ast.”’ 


ARMS BAN 


The memorandum refers to the refusal 
of the British Government to permit the 
passage of arms and ammunition through 
the Sudan “‘ even to the extent necessary 
to enable the Government of Western 
Abyssinia to maintain its authority. 

“Thus, Britain, whether by accident or 
design, is co-vperating with Italy to main- 
tain a virtual blockade of the unoccupied 
territory. That surely is nct the right 
attitude for a State member of the League 
to assume towards the victim of aggros- 
sion. 

“The rainy season is about to end, and 
the Italians are planning to despatch 
mechanised columns, consisting mainly of 
native levies, to occupy important points 
in Western Abyssinia. 

“The League in refasing to exclude the 
Abyssinian delegates has made a first step 
towards reasserting its authority against 
the impudent defiance of Italy. Is no 
action to be taken to prevent Italy from 
spreading fire and sword and poison eas 
throughout Western Abyssinia—a land of 
peaceful peasant cultivators ? 

““H only Britain and France would 
act in accordance with the spirit of the 
Covenunt they could put sufficient pressure 
on Italy to stop the further aggression 
now imminent.”’ 

The memorandum suggests, in con- 
clusion, that “‘ the League should under- 
take direct responsibility for Western 
Abyssinia and send out a commission to 
supervise the administration of the 
Ethiopian Government there.” 


TO “INTROBUCE ORDER” 


A Rome telegram says that four 
mechanised columns of Italian and native 
troops are now being organised at Addis 
Ababa for an expedition to Eastern 
Ethiopia, and especially the Gore district, 
with the object of “ introducing order and 
disarming scattered bands of Abyssinian: 
who have not yet submitted to the Italian 
authorities.” i

M. Litvinoff declared that only’ three 
of eighty items on the League agenda bore 
on the question of peace. He said :— 

“ None of us can recall the settlement 
of the Abyssinian question without a feel- 
ing of bitterness. eo 

‘The Locarno Pact, subjected .to an: 
abortive discussion at the April session of 
the Council, was placed on the agenda, and 
then adjourned ftom ome session of the 
Council to another. It is placed on the” 
agenda of the present session in all pro- 
bability only to be finally written off as a 
bad debt. 

‘‘ The same can be said of Danzig. It 
is, indeed, a meagre balance sheet. 

““Is the League of Nations always to 
bear the character of a waiting room ?’’ 

Other points from M, Litvinoff’s speech 
were :— 

‘‘ A State which preaches the legality ol 
so-called localised wars cannot make. its 
peaco with Article 16 of the League 
Covenant.”’ 

Four years have passed, said M. 
Litvinoff, since there first tock shape, more 
or less clearly in opposition to each other, 
the idea of peace, inviolability of treaties 
and international order, and against this 
the ideas of war and of contempt for inter 
national obligation. ® 


ORGANISED FOR WAR 


“ But while on one side the ideas are 
becoming organised and clothed in flesh 
and blood, or, perhaps, it would be better 
to say in lead and iron, the forces of the 
other side, unfortunately, remain shape 
less. disunited and ee 

“We must not close our eyes to the 
existence of apirations for hegemony.” 

The aggregate power of the peace-loving 
countries, both in economic and military 
sense, their total resources in man-power 
and war industries, considerably surpassed 
the strength of any possible combination 
of countries which the aggressor might 
rally around him. 

M. Litvinoff said that he was convinced 
that it would suffice for these forces to 
combine in some way, to display merely the 
possibility of joint action, for the peril of 
war to be averted and for the aggressor to 
be obliged to ask, sooner or later, to be 
admitted to the collective security system. 


CONQUEST PROGRAMME 


In his reference to Germany M. Litvinoff 
declared: “ A State which is governed by 
men? who have incorporated into the pre 
gramme of their foreign policy the con- 
quest of other nations’ territory, who, at 
their festivities, before their people and 
the representatives of other States, 
enumerate the vast territories which they 
intend violently to separate from other 
countries, cannot sincerely accept Article 
10, which ensures to all member-States 
their territorial integrity and political in- 
dependence. A State which preaches the 
legality of so-called localised wars cannot 
make its peace with Article 16. 

“Again, here in Geneya, under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, a con- 
vention was signed the other day. which 
prcuibits even the mere incitement by 
wireless to breaches of internal peace in 
other States. Can a State sincerely accede 
to such a convention, which, as has been 
abundantly proved, maintains in all 
countries its agencies and secret services, 
made up of its own nationals, which 
actively interfere in the life of those 
countries, and which throw party against 
party, organise and finance insurrection, 
and openly afford military aid to rebels? ’’

Five years 
later he was elected a life member the 
Royal Irish Academy—an acknowledgment 
of his photographic contributions to various 
surveys of the Field Club’s Flora and Fauna 
Committee, and to the archeological survey 
of the Royal Society of Anti ies.

Some time ago the Minister for Local 
Government addressed a letter to the Board 
urging that the new County Home might be 
Pe under an order of. nursing sisters, As 
at Mallow, Co. Cork, that the Board 
should send a deputation to Mallow to see 
how the system worked there, and that in 
the event of the Board deciding to put nars- 
ing sisters in charge the Minister would con- 
sider the question of adequately compensating 
and superannuating those in charge at present 
who would lose their positions through such 4 
change over. The Board of Health, by a 
majority, decided to adhere to the old system 
of the care and maintenance of the sick and 


infirm in the County Home. 
ARCHDEACON’S LETTER 


Following this decision the Ven. Arch- 
deacon P. Donohoe, P.P., V.F., Parochial 
House, Carrick-on-Shannon, addressed the 
following letter to the Board of Health, under 
date of órd September: ' 
“ Since the work of renovating the old 
workhouse at Carrick-on-Shannon began we 
have heard the question asked again and 
again: ‘ Will the nuns come back to the new 
County Home?’ That question alone is an 
indication. of the desire of the sick poor. In 
a letter from the Local Government Depart- 
ment, dated August 5th, it is stated that 
‘the Minister for Local Government 
that it would 
be of great advantage if a deputation of the 
Leitrim. Board of Health were appointed. at 
once to see the Nazareth Home at Mallow,’ 
where, it appears, very satisfactory arrange- 
ments have been sind by the North Cork 
Board of Health for the care of paticnts 
normally maintained in a County Home. It 
is further stated that ‘the Minister has in 
mind that at this important stage of de- 
velopment the Board would be well advised 
to place their new County Home under the 
control of a suitable Order of experienced 
nursing nuns.’ The Department realises the 
paramount importance of the present oppor- 
tunity of departing from the old workhouse 
system, and the Minister implies that the 
scheme so successful in Mallow should be 
adopted in Carrick-on-Shannon. The Bishop 
of this diocese is prepared to give all reason- 
able facilities for the introduction of suitable 
nursing sisters. Individually, the members 
of the Board of Health seem to be in agree- 


the efficiency with which institutions under 
the control of a religious community are 
managed, but collectively their action is, in 
my opinion, at variance with the conscientious 
convictions of many even of their own body. 


“ DEGRADING DEFECTS ” 


“ At a recent meeting of the Board it was 
decided by a majority of the members pre- 
sent that the Minister sa suggestion be turned 
down; that. no deputation be sent to Mallow, 
and that the new County Home be carried 
on as heretofore. If that decision is final it 
means that a system imposed on us ninety 
years ago is to perpetuated with many of 
its degrading defects. The development 
envisaged by the Minister, and already in 
ina in Cork, Limerick and Meath, is to 

retarded in poor Leitrim. God's poor are 
to be refused the ministration of nuns—the 
daughters of Irish ratepayers—who have 
voluntarily given their lives to the service of 
the sick. If any of us were in the position 
of our less fortunate brethren, the inmates 
of a County Home, we would be glad to 
have the care and consolation of a nursin 
nun. It is well known that the better-off 
classes invariably avail of the nuns’ hospitals 
when sick. Will posterity acclaim with praise 
and gratitude the men who in 1936 refused 
their consolation to the old and infirm of 
County Leitrim? Will it rather be dis- 
covered when too late that an irreparable mis- 
take was made at an ‘important stage 
of development,’ and the Board of Health 
alone was responsible’ [ would appeal most 
earnestly to the ‘members of our Board of 
Health to pause. Let them remember that 
they have a grave obligation in justice and 
charity, and keep in mind the principles that 
the common good should prevail over pri- 
vate or personal interests.
